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REMARKS 

The Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment objected to the 
previously filed amendment for not addressing the double 
patenting rejection. 

However, several documents were filed on November 4, 
2009, which appear in PAIR in the following order: 

• A first amendment, corresponding to EFS ID 6391651, which 
did not include a response to the double patenting 
re j ection, 

• An IDS including foreign references and NPL documents, and 

• A letter reguesting removal of the amendment corresponding 
to EFS ID 639165 and replacing the first amendment with a 
second amendment. 

• The second amendment, which included a response to the 
double patenting rejection, was attached to the letter.
